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FINAL OFFICE ACTION 

Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because Applicant now disclaims priority 
under 35 U.S.C 119 and 120 (see remarks on page 19 of the last response). A new 
declaration that does not include such claims of priory is required. 



Drawings 

2. The replacement sheets filed 26 SEP 2005 are approved. 

Specification 

3. The abstract is acceptable. 

4. The title is acceptable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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6. The specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as the 
specification, as originally filed, does not provide support for the invention as is now 
claimed. 

The limitations added to claims 1 and 15 in an attempt to define over CA 
2085064 regarding "each insert member being formed of a material which is not a 
screen material" is not supported by the originally filed disclosure. The originally filed 
specification mentions the term "screen" when discussing the prior art, however, the 
instant invention is not described as having insert members in which screen material is 
automatically excluded. The specification and prosecution history does not establish 
that mesh material (discussed in the specification) is necessarily and indisputably 
equivalent to screen material. Accordingly, since the specification discusses mesh 
material and the amended claims recite screen material, yet the two materials have not 
been inevitably linked by the prosecution record, claims 1 and 15 involve new matter. 
MPEP 2173.05(i): Negative Limitations 

Any negative limitation or exclusionary proviso must have basis in the original 
disclosure. If alternative elements are positively recited in the specification, they may 
be explicitly excluded in the claims. See In re Johnson, 558 F.2d 1008, 1019, 194 
USPQ 187, 196 (CCPA 1977) ("[the] specification, having described the whole, 
necessarily described the part remaining."). See also Ex parte Grasselli, 231 USPQ 
393 (Bd. App. 1983), aff 'd mem., 738 F.2d 453 (Fed. Cir. 1984). The mere absence of 
a positive recitation is not basis for an exclusion. Any claim containing a negative 
limitation which does not have basis in the original disclosure should be rejected under 
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35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
reguirement . Note that a lack of literal basis in the specification for a negative limitation 
may not be sufficient to establish a prima facie case for lack of descriptive support. Ex 
parte Parks, 30 USPQ2d 1234, 1236 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1993). 

7. Claims 1,3, 9, 10, 11, 12, 15, 19, and 20 are thus rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2, 4-6, 16, 17, and 21 are allowable over the prior art of record for the 
reasons advanced by applicant on 26 SEP 2005. 

Response to Amendment 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to the pending claims have been considered 
but are deemed to be moot in view of the new grounds of rejection necessitated by 
amendment. 
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Conclusion 

10. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of rejection. Accordingly, 
THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL.
